omy. Cuba is lost to Spnin. Only 
independence for the island will put nn 
end to the rtruggle now devastating tho 
colony and ruining Spain." That is 
what eight leading Cubans-all of 
whom formerly favored autonomy- 
told Senor Jose Canalejas in the Fifth 
Avenue hotel. These Cubans did not 
represent the junta, for tho junta w ill 
discuss autonomy with no one. but the 
conference Is the more remarkable in 
its result, because the men who talked 
so firmly against any proposition except 
independence were formerly lending 
autonomists, who, in view of recent 
developments, say that oven were they 
to listen to such a proposal t he insur- 
gents in the field would simply scoff at 
it, as an evidence, not of Spain's good 
faith, but of her weakness und willing- 
ness to promise concessions rather than 
prosecute, a hopeless war. 

Senor Canalejas was formerly a mem- 
ber of the Spanish cabinet and is tho 
proprietor of tho Madrid Hernldo. Ho 
comes to sound tho American feeling 
and to inform himself by personal ob- 
servation of the state of affairs in Cuba.

encampment ill August. At the close 
of the encampment she was put iuto 
commission again as a freighter. 

The captain of the ill-fated steamer. 
Ale* ( .illis, was one of the most widely 
known of lake »eamen. He was 41 
ye ns old and knew the lake waters like 
a book. His brother, Donald Uiliu, is 
captain of the steamer Harlem. 

When the steamer Mariposa arrived 
iu port with the news of the disaster to 
the Idaho and having on board the two 
surviving members of the crew, Cap 
tain Root, had this to say regarding the

He 
pointed it out to me and when I got the

■When Hearing it I was puzzled how 
to help the men off, for I could not 
lower a boat in such a storm. Finally 
I circled about the spar until I ran 
along-ide, and my men picked the poor 
fellows off. They had to drag them 
away from the spar by force, for the 
men had been there so long that their 
arms hail become numb and were twist- 
ed about th* mast and almost froien 

When we got the men on board we 
put them iu buuks and gave them some 
warm food and soups, aud had them 
feeling pretty good physically when we 
reached harbor." 

William < ail. the rescued deckhand, 
a swarthy well built man. 39 years old, 
has sailed the lakes since he was a 
youth He is inor* Intelligent than the 
average seafaring man and hi* story of 
the disaster is a thrilling one 

"We loft here Friday night bound 
for Chicago with a cargo of general 
merehaiidi e," aaid he. "Everything 
seemed all right uutil we got outside 
the breakwater aud then' we were 
struck by the worst storm that 1 ever 
saw When the first big breaker struck 
us we were teased up in the air like a 
top and a secoud later a big roller oame 
over the port bow aud rolled down 
am:. Mops a toot deep. The wind 
shrieked and howled but we did not 
pay much attention to the storm We 
had felt wind before. The captain con-

"I knew it was aboat S o'clock when 
we went down aud it seemed too me 
that daylight would never come When 
daylight came we couldn't see a sail 
near us. and the sea was as bad as ever. 
Hour after hour we waited there, and 
theu we saw the Mariposa coming. For 
a long time we did not know whether 
she would sight us. When she final 
sighted us and wo saw her head for us 
tried to tell my mate, but I couldn' 
and he looked at me with a happy lor 
on hn face. It was a terribla time to 
us before .he came up to us and then I 
knew wo were not safe yet, for the sea 
was running mountain high and the 
big steel boot was rolling like a skiff 
Every wave sent her up in the air until 
we could see her white bottom under 
her water line. Wo knew at once that 
her captain would not attempt to lower

The second mate, Louis La Force, 
told a harrowing story to the crew of 
the Mariposa. He said that in the rush 
of men from the hold, one of them, a 
watchman, was trampled to death. The 
crew wa* frautie to get out of the place 
Six or eight, he said, must have been 
drowned like rats in the hold. They 
were not warned of the sinking of the 
boat. The first long dip of the stern 
was the first Intimation they had that 
danger was at hand, aud they made 
a frantic rush to get on deck. The

Tu New York Herald will present to- 
orrow morning a remarkable lettir 
om Hannis Taylor, former United 
stea Minister to Spain, in which, alter 
•lling of his strenoua efforts to prevent 
rapture of diplomatic relations be- 
*een the two countries during the dark 
aye of the Competitor can \ he asserts 
hat the ruling classes of l-Spain are de- 
b-rmintd to refaae any concessions 
which would be accepted by the Cubans. 
. Mr. Taylor, the aeal of 8<cr cy having 
been removed, telle how he and Senator 
Ciatelar tried to persuade the late Pre- 
mier Canovas to offer gonuinu reforms 
to the Cubans, as lliat otherwise intei- 
venti.m by the United Htatei rnnjt fal- 
low inevitably. 

This was Mr. Taylor's attitule ai a 
diplomatic representative anxious to pre- 
vent war. For a time he believe d, he 
eayr, that the iron Premier had yielded 
But when the proposed reforms were 
made public, he says, ' I saw that the 
great man had trilled with us as if we 
were children." 

Mr. Taylor denounces the "hollowneas 
and emptineas of the whole shadowy pre- 
tenae embodied in the royal decree of 
Febiuary, 1H97," and, a'ter discussirg 
what lie believes 10 be the attitude of 
Brain's ruling classes, says he sees no 
aolutiou of the Cuban problem which 
will end the inhuman strife except in- 
tervention by this country. 

Gen. Blanco, he points out, lias 
brought with him no otlerof autonomy, 
else he would have proclaimed it at once, 
instead of trying to conceal the fact t hat 
he is powerless to give any such rs- 
auraoce. 

There are many dramatic passages in 
Mr. Taylor's letter, and it makes plain 
much that was dark. 

The former ministers frank narrative 
ol diplomatic events and his outspoken 
attitude w'll lend new interest to other 
announcements. One is that prominent 
Cubans, former advocates of autonomy, 
had an extraordii ary interview with 
Senor Canalejar, who has come here 
irom Spain to It arn the truth about Cu- 
han matters, in which they told him 
plainly that autonomy would not be cou- 
riered by the insurgents and that it is 
wars too late for any proposition except 
independence.

THE COMING ECLIPSE. 

MM January-* hilar SprrtaeU ml tin 



On the 22d of next January them 
Will bo a total eclipse of the sun, to 
which astronomers arc looking forward 
with groat Interest. 

The moon's shadow will flrft much 
the earth about 800 mllos southeast 
from Uke Tchad, in central Africa. In 
the early morning It will pass over 
Gondokoro, aud after crossing the con- 
tinent and the Indian ocean will reach 
the western coast of India near noon, 
about 160 miles sooth of Bombay. 
Thence it travels northeast, crossing the 
Himalayas near Mount Everest and 
leaves tho earth about 400 miloa north 
of Peking. 

Most of the track is practically inac- 
cessible to astronomers, but in ludin, 
especially near tho coast, it ia other- 
wise, and a good many stations will be 
occupied Where the shadow strikes tho 
coast It is nearly 60 miles wide, nar- 
rowing to 40 in northern Bengal, the 
duration of tho totality ranging from 3 
minutes and 10 socoudsto 1 milium and 
40 seconds. On the coast also tho 
went her conditions are usually very fa- 
vorable in January, so that tho astrono- 
mers nave good reason to expect a better 
fate than that which overtook most of 
tho observer* in 180(1. 

Mr Shockleton, however, it will be 
remembered, wos fortnnato that year, 
nnd in Nova SCombln secured a wonder- 
fully beautiful photograph of the so 
called "flash spectrum" of the solar at- 
mosphere, at the critical instant when 
the moon had jnst covered the disk of 
tho sun, and next Jannary nn earnest 
attempt will bo mnde to outdo him. 

Two of the English parties nnd the 
party sent from the Lick observatory by 
the liberality of the late Mr. Crocker 
will take out apparatus more powerful 
and presumably more offective than 
that used by Mr. Siinikletou. Tho inter- 
est of tho "flash spectrum" lies iu its 
decisive indications ns to the constitu- 
tion of tho solar atmosphere and the 
validity of different thcorios now held 
respecting it. 

Other parties will devote themselves 
chiefly to the study of the corona, the 
lovely and still mysterious halo of lumi- 
nous streamers Which surrounds the 
eclipsed sun 

Mr. Burekhaltor of Sau Fraucisco, 
with a second California party subsi- 
dized by Mr. Pearson, will employ a 
peculiar apparatus of his own inven- 
tion, uselessly carried to Norway iu 
1806, which promises to secure photo- 
graphs of the wholo phenomenon much 
more satisfactory thau auy hitherto ob- 
tained, giving in a single picture both 
tho brighter and tho fuinter portions of 
tho corouu with equal perfection. 

Other instruments will bo devoted to 
tho study of the cotouo spectrum, in 
hopes that it may lead to tho identifi- 
cation of "corouium, " tho unknown 
gas, far lighter presumably thau even 
hydrogen and helium, the characteristin 
constituents of tho chromosphere aud 
prominences. 

In tho meantime most American as- 
tronomers, v hilc ci nliiilly wishing sue 

their owu special opportunity in tho 

eclipse of May 27, 1000. Tho moon'.i 
shadow will then again traverse onr 
routhorn states, passing into the ocean 
from the coasts of Virginia and North 
Carolina. — Youth's Companion
